of their discussion, Jones said that Hermine Popper (ph) will 
edit King's book and will have it ready by January 13, 196$. 
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[On December 17, 1963* the same confidential sourcej 
fumished^nformatiqrJ£ which indicated that King contacted Jones 
on that date. Jones said that Hermine does not want to get 
into the material until she talks with King. Jones explained 
that she wants to get "the proper guide lines" from King. Jones 
said that after going over the material, she indicated that she 
has a good idea of what is expected of her but she said she would 
like to discuss with King the arrangement of the material. 
According to Jones, Hermine feels that it would save her from 
doing things over if King could have a discussion with her. 

King suggested that he might fly from Baltimore to 
New York City on Friday, December 20, 1963, and arrive at 
12:00 noon. He stated that he would be able to stay in New York 
City until four or five o'clock. Jones and King agreed this 
would be a good arrangement. King also suggested that if he 
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did not have to come all the way into town from the airport, 
he would be able to spend more time at the meeting. It was 
agreed that Jones would make arrangements to get a room at or 
near the airport. Jones suggested that he might try to get a 
room at the International Hotel or at the airport itself. 




King inquired about the financial status of the Gandhi 
Society, mentioning that they were still being confronted with 
bills in Danville. King said, "They throw it up to us all the 
time that the Gandhi Society made a commitment and that they 
haven't had the follow through" . Jones replied that Harry 
Wachtel has been working on this with Bill Kunstler. Jones 
indicated that Wachtel has been going over the bills, and he 
said that there has been a source of dispute because of a 
number of commitments were made "without our prior knowledge". 
He said these were commitments made by Bill (Kunstler), and he 
said he felt that they would have to honor them. Jones informed 
King that he thought the bills came to about $12,000. Jones 
stated that some arrangements were made to have some money 
raised in Boston and that these funds were to be earmarked for 
Danville. Jones indicated that Wachtel was "a little angry" 
at the way Bill (Kunstler) had made certain commitments and 
"certain representations" without consulting him (Wachtel) or 
people in the (Gandhi) Society. 

King told Jones that after New Years, he wants to 
have "a retreat like" conference for approximately two and a 
half days in North Carolina at "this retreat center" owned by 
the Episcopal Church. King said that the place is near 
Asheville. King indicated that it would give "us" time to 
get a little recreation; he mentioned that the place he has 
in mind has an indoor swimming pool and bowling alley. 
Continuing, King said that he was thinking of taking 20 or 
30 people but not more than 30 people, and that these people 
would be members of the executive staff, a few of the board 
members, and .four or five other people. King indicated he 
would like to have Jones and Wachtel come, and he also indicated 
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he would like to have Bayard Rustin attend. King explained 
that he felt this affair would be very valuable in that they 
could sit down and really discuss the program. King went on 
to explain that this would not be an administrative meeting 
as such, although he said some administrative matters might 
come up during that period. King said that it will mainly be 
looking at the program for 1964, and looking over 1963. He 
said that it will be "a where do we go from here discussion". 
King indicated that the affair would begin on January 6, 1964, 
at noon and that it would last until January 3, 1964, at noon. 
King suggested that it would cost approximately $2,500 for the 
retreat, and he stated that he feels the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC) treasury cannot handle it at this 
time, Jones agreed with this and said that this is something 
the Gandhi Society can and should do. King suggested that Jones 
discuss this with VJachtel in order to get his views. King 
repeated that he would like to have Jones and Wachtel come, 
and he remarked that even if they brought their wives it would 
be a good break for a day or two. 

Jones mentioned to King that arguments before the 
United States Supreme Court in regard to the "libel case" are 
scheduled for January 6, 1964.

Rogers, the former Attorney General, and Sam Pierce are doing 
the oral argument and that Harry and himself were counsel and 
would be advising them during the argument.

Jones indicated that he 
was certain the press would afford good coverage inasmuch as 
William Rogers, the former Attorney General, who will argue 
the case, represents "Newsweek" and the "Washington Post." 

Jones said that he had a long talk with "our friend" 
last night, and he mentioned that "our friend" think3 the 
material for "The Nation "should not be used until after the 
Congress convenes. Jones also mentioned that "our friend" 
thinks that most of the prints should be in draft form by 
the time King gets to New York. 

King indicated that Ralph (Abernathy) and Wyatt

It 1» believed that an examination of recent income tax 
returns of King night veil reveal information which could assist the 
Bureau in its efforts to discredit King or neutralise his effective** 
ness. This is possibly applicable also if the income tax returns of 
the SCLC and the Gandhi Society were reviewed. In view of the possi- 
bility that the SCLC has already been under some investigation by IBS, 
a request for the results of such investigation is indicated. We also 
had information in late 1963 that the Gandhi Society was negotiating 
with IBS relative to tax exemptions and therefore the results of any 
IBS investigation of that Society would be worth procuring. 

To date we have been moat discreet and circumspect in our 
handling of the King investigation, as well as corollary investiga- 
tions such as revolving around organisations, because of the position 
King has not only as a clergyman, but also as a "respected" Negro 
leader. It is therefore essential that our current requests of the 
IBS which are herein being recommended be handled in s manner which 
would provide for optimum security so that neither King nor any other 
unauthorised individuals may become aware of the Bureau's Interest 
and so that no embarrassment may come to the Bureau. For this reason, 
the attached memoranda are classified "Secret."

Another factor for considera- 
tion, but not necessarily a deterring one, is the most 
sensitive and discreet nature of our current investigation 
of King and the groups with which he is associated. 

Receiving offices should remain particularly alert 
to all references developed to any possible tax evasion or 
violation of tax laws and furnish the Bureau promptly such 
information as developed. Such information may bo forth- 
coming relative not only to King, but to the organisations 
with which he is associated. No open investigation should 
bo conducted to develop this type of information.

The Bureau has aaao a close analysis of the infor- 
mation being suteittcd by yosir office in the afore-mentioned 
communications and is now offering the following guidance 
and suggestions for fntore handling of the information ema- 
nating from the sources referred to above* 

(1) Unless some specific reason exists - pertaining 
to a specific matter involved t it will not be necessary for 
your office to flag these cossssaications to the personal 
attention of Assistant Director Sullivan. He is regularly 
beius apprised through Seat of Government channels of the 
oorc important aspects relating to captioned case. 

(2) Tao review of coiysuinications submitted By yon? 
office to dato appears to indicate t&at tSio jester 'bate of 
Information obtained frost these amsseez io being furn£s^ea 
to the Bureau. ^Eiis includes information which is voltisainons 
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and which, if closely analysed at the field office level, 
migh£ wall indicate that the raw material could bo distilled 
dcrcn so that the Bureau will be furnished only the mare per- 
tinent inforiz&tion. Of course, there may be situations 
where information would be of interest to another office, 
in which event it should be furnished to such other office; 
but, this would not necessarily require advising the Bureau. 
Each item must ho considered on Its own merits, Eoubtful 
situations should, of course, be resolved in favor of 
including advieo to the Bureau. 

(3) The material keiag furnished the Bureau has 
been handled in most instances by letter. It is believed

You should therefore give thorough 
consideration to utilising a ©ore expeditions tteans of eom- 
nunication than a letter in those instances where time is a 
vital element, 

(4) Your office has not been submitting LHK'e with 
the letters discussed herein. Bach item of information 
obtained from these sources should bo closely examined with 
a view to the necessity for possible dissemination at the 
Beat of Government and when same is indicated, the pertinent 
information should bo included in an LHH. It is suggested 
that information obtained from these sources be classified 
"Secret," As a guide to assist you, it is suggested that 
your office review a number of the airtels and kHK's which 
the Hev? York Office has been submitting to the Bureau (in 
oasy instances yo*3r office also receives copies) ^hich con- 
cern the same subject matter and are from similar type sources. 
In this regard, yon should discontinue using the caveat f *When 
pertinent to a report, it should be placed on Cover Pages only." 
Ac you tsro aware, the Bureau is responsible for appropriate 
dissemination of jaatters in the security field end, particularly 
in captioned matter, considerable dissemination is being isade 
on a daily baslB to the department. Some of the dissemination 
includes the Attorney General and even the White Souse, There- 
fore, inforaatiou obtained t roa tasssa sources should be considered 
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for inclusion in um*e and investigative reports whoa 
appropriate* Should a question arise as to some specific 
data, an appropriate inquiry of the Bureau should serve 
to resolve whether or not tho particular item in question 
may be included in communications prepared for possible 
dissemination, 

(5) It is believed that tho submissions £rou your 
office should ho on a dally or near daily basis and that 
you avoid submitting communications covering information 
obtained from these sources over a period of several days. 
Following such procedure will prompt timeliness to not only 
your advice to th© Bureau, hut to the subsequent dissemina- 
tion by the Bureau to other agencies, &b an example in this 
regard, your attention is invited to your letter 12/31/63 
which contains considerable information obtained on 12/17/62 
and 12/16/63 and one item of information obtained on 12/10/63, 
It kqv1& have been more desirable to have submitted one or 
more communications concerning the 12/17/63 Information, one 
or more concerning the 12/18/03 data and one concerning the 
12/19/63 information.

"The Jewish Fraternalist" dated October, 1947, 
self-identified as the official publication of the Jewish 
People's Frateraal^Order (JPFO) of the International Workers 
Order (IWO) , on page 6, contained an article which disclosed 
that the Emma Lazarus Division (ELD) of the JPFO was to hold 
its first national convention in New York City on November 15 
and 16, 1947, after having been first established at a 
National Women's Conference called three years previously 
by the JPFO. 

The "Morning Freiheit" on January 25, 1951, 
contained a report of the National Convention of the ELD 
of the JPFO which took place in New York City on January 
20 and 21, 1951. At this convention it was noted that the 
ELD changed its name to Emma Lazarus Federation of Jewish 
Women's Clubs (ELF) and adopted a new constitution. 

On April 25, 1963, a source advised that the ELF is 
one of several mass organizations comprising the Jewish 
cultural progressive movement. June Gordon, ELF Executive 
Director, who is a member of the New York State Communist 
Party (CP) Board and Committee, is the leading force in the 
organization, whose leadership is largely made up of communists. 

The source stated that the ELF claims to be for 
peace and interested in protecting the rights of the foreign 
born. It is against the Ben Gurion Government of Israel, bomb 
testing, anti-Semitism, Negro discrimination, and the rearmament 
of West Germany. 

The source related that the ELF renders support 
to and receives support from the "Morning Freiheit" and 
other Jewish progressive organizations. 

The source also stated that the ELF is recognized 
by the CP, USA, as an important progressive national 
organization of women.

JEWISH CULTURAL CENTER (JCC) 

The records of the Circuit Court, Dade County, 
Miami, Florida, reflect that articles of corporation were 
filed by the Jewish Cultural Center (JCC) and on July 13, 
1949, a charter was granted it. The JCC was established 
as a corporation "not for profit." The general nature of 
the object of the JCC is to ; , pre serve , and extend Jewish cul- 
ture, including, without limitations,' educational, theatrical, 
musical, scientific and literary activities. 

On July 27, 1953, a source advised it is his opin- 
ion that the JCC is a local "progressive" organization not 
directly connected with the Communist Party, USA (CP) ; that 
the JCC was started by some local members of the CP but not, 
in his opinion, at the orders of the CP; and that he believes 
the JCC was formed in order to provide a meeting place for 
"progressive Jewish groups." 

The source advised on January 5, 1955, that the JCC 
continued to act as a meeting place for "progressive Jewish 
groups" in the Miami area, and to rent space to any group 
meeting that qualification. He further advised the JCC in 
itself is not a Communist front organization but does permit 
such organizations to hold meetings at the Center. 

On May 23, 1963, another source advised that the 
JCC is dominated by Communist Party sympathizers, and it 
continues to permit Communist front organizations to hold 
meetings in the Center.
